sources of great pleasure to all those who zealously watch for the 
maintenance of the Chief Rabbi’s authority, who long for the 
enjoyment of the fruits of an enlightened administration, and who 
are therefore anxious to counteract the disadvantages which a 
want of uniform system has hitherto entailed upon our Jewish 
brethren, individually and collectively. To pacify the zealots

It has been truly observed by Mr. Faudel, a Jewisn champion 
who has often wielded his powerful pen in the advocacy of unity in 
Israel, that “ Attempts at improvements and corrections of abuses, 
however obvious and palpable to the advantage of the many, always" 
have met, and-probably always will meet, with opposition from — 
the few. Every effort towards advancement always has been met, and — 
probably always will be met, by the clamours of the ignorant and — 


the interested. The general spread of knowledge has ever had to 


contend with the opposition of party and personal feelings; but 


these have never been able to stem the onward progress of 


enlightenment with any strength.” As it is often necessary to

We would therefore entreat our Rev. Chief Rabbi, who ie 
evidently seeking to ameliorate our moral and religious condition, i 
and from whom we thankfully accept his recent regulations, as 


the first instalment of the performance of the solemn engagement 
he entered into with the Jews of Great Britain—we would respect- 
fully and earnestly entreat him not to be daunted at the first 
repulse he may meet with, in carrying out his contemplated reforms, 
but to persevere in his course, rising superior to the paltry preju- 


dices that may and will assail him, until he shall have succeeded 


in procuring for his flock a name and a station in the ranks of so- 
ciety, worthy of them and consistent with their great vocation, 
But whilst we thus appeal to our Rev. leader, we must 
appeal to our Jewish communities to fulfil their part of the 
contract with the Chief Rabbi.
